In view of the above, Cincinnati does not believe 
interviews in this division would be effective in disrupting 
the RU during its current drive to establish Itself as a 
nationwide organization. 

However, Cincinnati is reopening individual cases 
concerning above identified persons where these cases exist 
and opening new individual cases on the other persons iden*- 
titled and appropriate background investigation will be 
conducted to fully Identify these individuals, establish 
their current residence, and establish their propensity for 
violence. 

During the course of these investigations, Cincinnati 
will be particularly alert to individuals who could be developed 
as sources to cover RU activities in this division.

No particular counterintelligence 
opportunities appeared as a result of this activity, however, , 
Cincinnati has opened eight Individuals who have paid 
for a subscription to the IE by check. Cincinnati Indices 
show no derogatory Information concerning these individuals. 
Cincinnati will Identify these Individuals through public 
sources and attempt to determine If these have any in- 
formant potential.

"tfrieen City Express" (QCE) is another underground type 
newspaper published at Cincinnati ^dilch was believed to have 
ceased publication ^but there is information available Indlca* 
ting new efforts to publish this paper. 


On 6/12 











furnished the results of a search of bank 
records concerning the IE and the QCE. Detailed information 
was obtained showing both these publications have current 

accounts with the bank and that individuals associated with 
th^^ub locations also have personal accounts v;ith this bank. 
M^^is continuing to furnish information concerning these 
accounts. The information being received identifies advertisers 
in the newspapers as well as information concerning individuals 
who are apparently receiving small sums of money for either 
selling the publications or for other work done in the publicsr- 
tion of ttem. 


Cincinnati will continue to monitor these accounts 
under the investigation of New Left liovement - Publications, 
/s information is gathered, it is believed there will be 
opportunities to suggest counterintelligence action against 
individuals and groups who are giving financial support to 
these publications. 

This* matter is being followed closely at Cincinnati 
and Bureau will be requested to authorize counterintelligence 
action as the opportunities appear.

1/ Potential Counterintelligence Action 

During the period covered by this letter, 
elements of the "Weatherman" faction of Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS) made up the only New Left 
Movement (NLM) activity In the Cincinnati Division 
territory. This activity was limited to one 
commune at Columbus, Ohio, which was staffed by about 
seven hard-core "Weatherman" persons from 
Ohloar4^unde^the apparent leadership of 

one commune staffed by thrl^to ten 
cor e™Wa therm an " persons existed at Cincinnati, 
'Ohio, Neither commune was able to mount any 
significant activity at either Columbus, Ohio, or 
Cincinnati, Ohio, they attracted the attention of 
local police and some arrests were made. Individuals 
Identified as being connected with the communes at 
Columbus and Cincinnati, Ohio, have scattered and 
some of them have been traced to communes In other 
localities. 

Due to the current "underground" tactics of 
the SDS, their rapid movement from one commune to 
another and the tactic of Importing SDS people from 
other areas, ther has been no potential or counter— 

. Intelligence action during the past three months.

1 . Potential Counterintelligence Action 

As was Indicated to the Bureau In Cincinnati 
letter dated 12/13/68, and subsequent communications all 
New Left Movement activity in the Cincinnati Division 
territory at the present time is being generated by 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS Chapters). The 
chapters at Ohio State University (OSU) , Columbus, Ohio, 
and Ohio University (OU) , Athens, Ohio, being the most 
active. Both of these chapters were engaged primarily / 

during period covered by this report in sponsoring travel , / . 

of individuals from their campuses to Washington ,D. C. 

(WDC), to participate in the counter - inaugural 
demonstrations 1/18-20/69. Cincinnati has previously 
made recommendations for counterintelligence action 
against these two chapters which is still pending. 

2. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

A. -Bureau authorized Cincinnati to discreetly 
determine whereabouts and accomplishments of individuals 
who in the past were militant leaders during their college 
days at Antioch College, Yellow Springs, Ohio. The purpose 
being to identify those past militant leaders who have 
a poor achievement record and to compile sufficient data 
on this type individual which could be used to expose 
Antioch as a "highly intellectual" and "academic scholarlly 
environment".

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This proposal involved review of numerous files 
at Cincinnati to identify this type individual. At tthe 
present time 26 individuals have been identified and 
their current location determined through review of 
Antioch College Alumni Directory. 


However, the following major development has 
occurred which seems to indicate this counterintelligence 
action against Antioch College would not be productive. 


On 1/31/69, an article appeared in *’The Record", 
Antioch College campus newspaper announcing that Antioch 
would be featured on 2/4/69, when the National Broadcasting 
Company (NBC) produced a 15 minute segment about the 
college on 4.ts "news magazine of the air" entitled "First 
Tuesday". 


According to the article, the film shot at Antioch 
last quarter "tells something about Antioch and the things 
happening in higher education as viewed through the Antioch 
prism". The article announced that SANDER VANOCUR, NBC 
news man would be the commentator on the show . 


The above film was viewed by agent handling this 
program at Cincinnati, Ohio. It amounted to a complete 
exposure of the varied conditions at Antioch which 
Cincinnati desired to expose through following the 
— achievements of some of the previous militant leaders* 

The. program showed the campus to be a place occupied 
by a large number of the "hippie type" individuals with 
males wearing shoulder - length hair and dirty clothing 
and otherwise reflecting the Antioch campus to be anything 
but a place for acquiring culture. 


The program continued by showing this type in- 
dividual to be completely in control of the society at 
Antioch College. One administrator appeared on the 
program to defend open housing on the campus while pictures 
were being shown of male and female students freely visiting 
each others rooms at odd hours. One scene shoved a 
"hippie type" girl sleeping in her room in a hammock. The 
dean defended the housing situation by stating that a 
friend o' his from an eastern college explained to him V - 
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that it was better to have the students on campus than 
to have the situation which occurs on his campus where 
"all the students" leave the campus on the weekend and 
"shack-up" at nearby hotels and motels. 

The program concluded with a scene wherein the 
militant type leaders of Antioch student government held 
a meeting to further challenge the administrators but 
were actually unable to find anything to base additional 
challenge on because they were in complete control of the 
campus . 

During this meeting one of the members of this 
group set off a smoke bomb which disrupted the meeting 
for sometime and the point was clearly made that the 
Antioch students had nothing further to revolt about 
and were, therefore, now revolting against themselves. 

Agents in the Cincinnati Division handling this 
program were alerted to report citizen reaction concerning 
this program. There was absolutely no reaction. There 
was not one letter written to the editor of any of the 
newspapers nor was there any news comment of any kind 
made concerning the deplorable situation on this campus.

It is, therefore, felt that the counterintelligence 
proposal of the Cincinnati Office against Antioch could 
not possibly expose the conditions there to any extent as 
did this program and that individuals in this area have 
become dulled to the conditions at Antioch and could not 
be aroused. Cincinnati, therefore, feels this counter- 
intelligence proposal should be discontinued. 

B. Bureau Authorized Cincinnati to 
Carry Out Counterintelligence at 
Ohio University Against the SDS Chapter 
there ; 


This action involved exposing identities of 
approximately 20 students on campus who were all arrested 
and found guilty of trespassing as the result of an SDS 
demonstration. ' y 
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Additional developments In this situation are . 
that one of the SDS members arrested and found guilty was 
subsequently arrested at Athens, Ohio, on a shoplifting 
charge. Since he was on probation for the trespassing 
charge, his probation was revoked and he was given a 10 
day jail sentence. *

female, attempted to carry marijuana Into the jail for 
the SDS member arrested on the shoplifting charge. This 
female was also arrested and charged with possession of 
marijuana and her case Is pending. 

Cincinnati has leads out to all offices covering 
the residences of the OU - SDS members who were arrested 
to verify their home addresses and to identify their 
parents. As per Bureau authority, when the Identity of 
all these Individuals Is verified Cincinnati will sedd 
copies of newspaper articles concerning the arrests and 
conviction to the parents of these Individuals and to the 
local newspapers covering their areas of residence, it is 
anticipated that this measure will be completed within 
the next 30 days. In making these mailings, all necessary 
steps will be taken to protect the Bureau as source. 

C. SDS, OSU, Columbus, Ohio 

By alrtel dated 12/20/68, Cincinnati requested 
Bureau authority to make anonymous telephone calls to 
SDS leaders at OSU who were attempting to sponsor a bus 
load of individuals to travel to WDC to participate in 
the counter - inaugural demonstrations. It was the 
purpose of these calls to confuse the leaders and other 
individuals connected with this project with the plans 
for this trip and to disrupt their plans . 

By letter dated 12/27/68, the Bureau authorized 
Cincinnati to make the anonymous telephone calls insuring 
all steps be taken that such calls were not traceable to 
the Bureau. 

; , 3. 
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SAs at Columbus, Ohio handling this program did,‘ 
in fact, make anonymous telephone calls to the OSU - SDS 
leaders in an attempt to cause confusion among them and ^ 
disrupt their plans to travel to WDC. These telephone 
calls did disrupt the plans of SDS - OSU to a certain 
extent. 

It is known that they were unable to recrui: 
enough individuals from the college to fill a full bus 
and that individuals from other areas came to Columbus, 

Ohio and traveled with the Columbus group. 

The full extent of disruption has not yet been 
reported by sources and if any additional information 
is received it will be promptly reported to the Bureau 
under this caption. 

Cincinnati will continue to give this program 
top priority with enthusiasm and interest in order to meet 
our responsibilities in this important field. 
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Hour let 2/13/69. 

Relet suggests that a program be instituted to 
notify the parents of SOS members, as well as newspapers in 
their hometowns, of the activities of these students on the 
campus at Ohio State University and, in addition, to furnish 
them with material concerning the nature of SOS. 

Such a program presupposes that the parents of all 
SOS members are not in sympathy with the SOS while, as a 
matter of fact, many agree with and support their children 
in the latter's agitational activity on campus. The program 
as suggested in your letter would in some cases prove 
embnrras!^g to parents who oppose the alms of SOS by having 
the activities of their children publicized In hornet own 
papers. This might only servo to aggravate the relationship 
between parent and students without serving any useful 
purpose . 

In view of the above, your request is being denied. 
However, should you develop information that a studontfs 
parents may be unsympathetic to SDS or whose occupational 
or political circumstances would indicate such an attitude, 
you should, on a selective basis, request Bureau authority 
to anonymously notiy them of their child's activities and, 
at the 6amc time, furnish them with appropriate information 
of a public source nature relating to SDS, 

You should be selective In choosing subjects for 
this action concentrating on those who have become leaders 
I n s tud e nt agitation or who are SDS leaders.

EUGENE H. METIIVIN, and a copy of any newspaper article In 
which a person is identified with the OSU SDS chapter, to 
the parents of the student mentioned and to the newspaper 
covering the student’s home town. The residence address of 
students can be readily obtained from a student directory 
available to the general public, and the identity of the 

- . newspaper covering the student's home town could be obtained 

without jeopardizing the Bureau in any way. 

- Such action would serve to alert the parents of /. 
the students to their affiliation with the SDS chapter, and 
would provide the parents with a concise description of SDS 
from a public source. In addition, the individuals involved 

realize that their activities are not going unnoticed, 

' although there would be no evidence of the interested individual 
or agency . '

. Campus Chaos 


: A small but highly active band of college students, 
j calling themselves Students for a Democratic Society, 
are doing everything they can to dispense with both 
democracy and society

D jbino the past year, college 
campuses across the UniteJ 
Slates from Columbia to 
Stanford exploded with violence, 
bloodshed and arson. In the thick of 
this disruption was an organization 
of self-proclaimed radicals called the 
Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS). 

This fall, as classes resume, edu- 
cators and police who once shrugged 
ofl SDS as just another band of 
youthful rebels arc bracing for more 
trouble. To see why, look at a sam- 
pling of SDS’s recent record. At the 
University of Wisconsin last fall, 70 
jsersons were injured after an SD^ 
organized riot against Dow Chemi- 
cal Co. recruiters. At the University 


of Georgia, SDS-lcd demonstrators 
occupied the administration build- 
ing, demanding that women stu- 
dents be allowed to drink and stay 
out all night. At San Francisco State, 
they launclicd a rampage of looting, 
brawling jod attempted arson of a 
campus bookstore, all in the name of 
defending four hoodlums who had 
beaten up the editor of the student 
newspaper. At the University of 
California in Berkeley, they de- 
ployed radio-directed students as 
shock troops, erected barricades and 
fought pitched battles with police in 
an assault on the Oakland Induction 
Center. 

New York University philosophy 
professor Sidney Hook sums it up: 
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"By ihcir lawless actions, the mem- 
bers of SDS threaten to Ixrcnme the 
irnr frrave dijtgcrs nf acatli-uiir free- 
dom in the United States.’’ 

Salable Line. SDS was activated 
in June 1963 by a gathering of 59 
collegians at Port Huron, Mich. The 
organization's iirst manifesto was 
the “Port Huron Statement," a 30,- 
ooo-word mildly Marxist economic 
critique of America. In it, the mem- 
bers were, in one SDSer’s words, 
"turning the enemy and then say- 
ing how to get him.” 

This has proved a most salable line 
among the new collegiate genera- 
tion. In just 14 years, America’s 
college population has skyrocketed 
from 2,600,000 to seven million. 
Typically, at Cornell the biggest 
freshman and sophomore classes fell 
to green teaching assistants with an 
average age of 26; at Berkeley, 900 
graduate assistants carried the in- 
struction load in the first two years, 
and classes often bloated to 1500. 
Thousands of students arrived on 
c .mpus expecting close and intel- 
lectually enriching contact with 
wise professors, and instead crashed 
up again.st the increasing imper- 
sonality, the anonymity and regi- 
mented demands of today's mass 
universities. 

Some among them began looking 
for a scapegoat. Yale psychologist 
Kenneth Keniston calls the activists 
a tiny minority with a "protest-prone 
personality.” Prof. Lewis Feuer, who 
quit Berkeley in disgust after cam- 
pus totalitarians took over, found 
them "possessed by a terrible, com- 




pulsive irrationality that corrupted 
their idealism.” Another critic diag- 
nosed this significant and talented 
minority as ‘^upcr-idealists, unhap- 
py because America fails to live up to 
its textbook image, upset because life 
is di fferent from dreams.” 

Bored with the prospect of- ordi- 
nary careers in the a/Huent "post-in- 
dustrial” technocracy, many of these 
students began cranking SDS mim- 
eographs, walking picket lines and 
attending SDS rallies. By mid-i96S, 
SDS claimed to have 6300 dues-pay- 
ing members with another 35,000 
unregistered participants in 350 
chapters, all under the direction of 
SDS headquarters in a shabby two- 
room flat on Chicago’s West Madi- 
son Street. 

Miniskirts and Manuals. The stu- 
dent who walks into an SDS meet- 
ing today hears Marxist rhetoric 
often virtually indistinguish.nble 
from Radio Moscow’s worst Stalinist 
paranoia. SDS organizers denounce 
"oppressors,” “exploiters,” and the 
“Al Capones who run this country.” 
The university is a "colony” of "the 
military-industrial complex.” Mem- 
bers refer openly to themselves as 
"professional revolutionaries” whose 
careers are "committed to the de- 
struction of imjKrialism and cap- 
italism." SDS National Secretary 
Greg Calvert boasted to a New ^brk 
Times reporter; “We’re working to 
build a guerrilla force in an urban., 
environment. We’re actively organ- 
izing sedition." 

Scores of those who h.-ivc swal- 
lowed the SDS hook arc attracted by 
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big issues such as slum poverty, civil 
rights and the Vietnam war. liut 
SDS strategy also calls for pouncing 
on anyiuue that will excite students. 
At Princeton it svas letting girls in 
the dormitories, at the University of 
lexas the presence of a Confederate 
flag, at San Francisco State a food- 
price protest and demand to take 
over the cafeteria and bookstore, at 
the University of Chicago a contro- 
versy over draft-deferment exams 
and class rankings. 

"Every attempt should be made to 
connect campus issues with ofT-cam- 
pus questrons,” advises former SDS 
Vice President Carl Davidson. "In 
the high schools, raise demands to 
wear long hair and miniskirts, and 
then {wliticalize them," prescribes a 
Caliibrnia SDSer. At Wisconsin, 
another reports, "Wc organizxd dor- 
mitory students around rules, and 
then it was easy to move them on 
such issues as the university’s rela- 
tion to Chase Manhattan Dank." 

SiKciflc suggestions for throwing 
monkey wrenches into the machin- 
ery of society include such tactics as; 
picking public fights with welfare 
workers; starting trash-can fires and 
pulling fire nl.irms in high schools 
as "forms of protest"; making 
appointments by the score with 
university deans and registrars— to 
"overuse the bureaucracy”; check- 
ing out an inordinate number of 
books to disrupt libraries and study 

P rograms; disrupting draft boards 
y registering under a false name so 
“federal agents will spend much 
time attempting to track down peo- 


ple who do not exist.** Such tactics 
are far more than youthful pranks. 
Their ultimate goal is nothing less 
than the destruction of society itself. 

How Pink? Though the SDS has 
an image of inde{)endent radicalism, 
mounting evidence indicates it is 
not as much a "New Left" as it 
would have press and public believe. 
For instance; 

• Communists have sac in on 
SDS meetings and coached org.in' 
izers from the start. In turn, SDS 
leaders have been welcomed at secret 
communist conventions. 

• The 1965 SDS convention re- 
pealed a constitutional stipulation 
barring communists from member- 
ship. Subsequently, Communist 
Party leaders quietly told members 
they "could work through SDS." 
Soon a Progressive Labor Party 
group sympathetic to the Red Chi- 
nese moved into $DS. Today the 
Maoist, Stalinist and Trotskyite 
Communist Parties abound at SDS 
conventions and control some SDS 
chapters. 

• SDSers maintain contacts with 
communist nations through fre- 
quent foreign travels. Tom Hayden, 
an SDS founder and its tactic.al 
chieftain, visited Hanoi in 19C5 with 
top U.S. Red strategist Herbert Ap- 
theker. He has also sojourned in 
Moscow, Peking and Havana. In 
September 1967, ten SDSers jour- 
neyed to Dratislava, Czechoslovakia, 
lor a week-long ultra-secret pow- 
wow with Vietcong and North 
Vietnamese representatives. Other 
leaders went to Havana for Castro’s 
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International Cultural Congress last 
January. 

• A strong communist flavor was 
vivUlly apparent in SUii'i mninUiil 
convention in East Lansing, Mich., 
I.ast June. Moved by the romantic 
image o£ Gistro, delegates spouted 
the maxims, of Che Guevara and 
paraded in khakis. Of the three na> 
tional officers chosen, only one failed 
to proclaim himself a communist, 
before her unanimous election ns in* 
tcr-organizational secretary, non-stu- 
dent Hcrnadine Dohrn, 26, was 
asked if- she was a “socialist.” Her 
reply; “I consider myself a revolu- 
tionary communist." At that, the au- 
dience of 500 rose in cheers. 

The SDSers marched the red fl.ag 
of communist revolution and the 
black fl.ag of anarchy to the dais of 
their convention hall, Without a 
ripple of dissent, speaker after speak- 
er espoused the dogma that Ameri- 
can society must m destroyed by 
constant disruption now and revo- 
lutionary "armed struggle" when 
the time is rijw. "The ability to 
manipulate people through violence 
and mass media has never been 
greater, the potential for us as radi- 
c.ils never more exciting, than now," 
one speaker proclaimed. Behind the 
scenes, FBI intelligence has rcvc.ilcd, 
a secret workshop in "sabotage and 
explosives" dealt with what type of 
bomb best destroys communications 
and how to fire Molotov cocktails 
from, shotguns. 

\^t it would be a mistake simply 
to identify all SDS members as Mos- 
cow or Peking communists. Indeed, 


many are actively anti-Krcmlin and 
non-communist. Their common 
bond “is a passionate desire to dc- 
airoy, to annihilate, lu tiMr down," 
says FBI director J. Edgar Hoover. 
"To put it bluntly, they are a new 
type of subversive, and their danger 
is great." 

lb understand how dangerous, 
look at the SDS in action at the most 
explosive of the recent disorders— 
the upheaval at Columbia. 

Revolt at Columbia. Late last year, 
300 delegates to the SDS National 
Council at Bloomington, Ind., de- 
cided to launch a national campaign 
they dubbed "len days to shake the 
empire.” Secret caucuses picked Co- 
lumbia for a “beacon” demonstra- 
tion whose flare would spark a 
nationwide conflagration. 

Field general for the insurrection 
was junior Mark Rudd, who had 
been named Columbia SDS chapter 
chairman after returning from a Jan- 
uary tour in Cuba. On March 27, he 
led a hundred followers into L<ov Li- 
brary, Columbia’s large-domed ad- 
ministrative center, and demanded 
that the university end its s|Xjnsor- 
ship of a defense research institute. 
Ordered to appear for disciplinary 
action, Rudd announced th.it a new 
march would be m.idc into Low 
Library on April 23. Blocked by 200 
anii-SDS students on that date, he 
and his followers stormed into Ham- 
ilton Hall, Columbia's main under- 
graduate classroom center. There 
they imprisoned Dean Henry Cole- 
man and two aides for 25 hours and 
unveiled a list of “demands," rang-

ing from complete amnesty for Rudd 
and others to stopping construction 
on a nearby gym bordering Harlem. 
*1 he next day, an SDS raiding party 
smashed into and occupied Low 
Library; later three other university 
buildings were seized. Raiders broke 
into the university president's oflice, 
filched his files, handed out copies of 
his personal corrcsp)ondcncc. They 
set up a “war room” in one building 
and coordinated activity through a 
network of 40 walkie-talkies, tele- 
phones and runners. 

Shut out of their classes, other stu- 
dents were outraged. They formed a 
“Majority Coalition,” swiftly mar- 
shaled 2000 signatures demanding, 
that the university president take 
“firm action.” Said Coalition spokes- 
man Paul Vilardi: “Students do 
have some reasonable complaints, 
but what SDS is doing to Columbia 
is like slitting your wife’s throat be- 
cause she cats crackers in bed.” 

Rut President Grayson Kirk vacil- 
lated. He suspended gym construc- 
tion, and reportedly promised to end 
military research, even to tender his 
own resignation “for reasons of 
health.” So 400 anti-protesters, wear- 
ing coats and tics as their own badge 
of protest, formed a human wall 
around Low Library offices to 
stop food and messengers. The radi- 
cals tried to storm through, swing- 
ing fists, but the blockadcrs held. 
Finally, with the radicals rumored 
to be arming themselves with pipes, 
staves and bricks, Kirk sent the 
Majority Coalition home and asked 
police to clear the buildings. 


At Low Library, 500 students and 
faculty blocked the way; at Faycr- 
wcathcr Hall, another 125. They 
screamed "Police hrutalityl” into 
grinding televi.sion cameras as police 
formed a standard riot wedge and 
charged, bloodying noses and heads. 
Police arrested 707—26 percent not 
on Columbia student rolls. 

“This cop violence is good!" said 
Rudd. "We’re going to get a lot of 
help.” Grabbing the police-interven- 
tion issue, SDSers inveigled many 
former critics into joining a cam- 
pus-wide strike. The Columbia fac- 
ulty gave in and canceled formal 
classes for the rest of the school 
year. 

But that was not the end of the 
Columbia tragedy. Four weeks later 
Rudd and his followers marched 
into Hamilton ^gain. Campus gates 
were barricaded, and, following a 
peaceful arrest, fires were set in Fay- 
erweather, and bricks were hurled 
at police. Someone even broke into 
the office of a professor who had 
condemned extremism, and there 
burned his manu.script and notes 
representing ten years of research. 

Time to Get Tough. The s.id les- 
son of Columbia was s:.iicd by New 
York Times education writer Fred 
M. Hechinger: “Any society, aca- 
demic or otherwise, that hacks the 
will to defend itself against illegiti- 
mate disruption and takeover is 
crippled and, as a free society, may 
be doomed.” 

Indeed, the lessons must now be 
clear to all: 

1 . Students and faculty must sup- 
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jK.rt prompt action to maintain cam- 
pus pc.irr. At Brooklyn College, 
when SDSers sci/.cd the rcgiurar‘.i 
otnee, other students condemned the 
disrupters as “today's version of 
Hitler’s storm troopers," demanded 
‘‘strict enforcement of the law"— and 
got it. Gsllege authorities summarily 
expelled the rebels, police carted 
them off, and peace returned to 
Brooklyn College. 

2 . College administrators must 
not appease or temporize with totali- 
tarian minorities using coercion and 
anti-democratic tactics. yMthough 
the intervention of civic police was 
abhorrent to all, both students and 
administrators at Columbia admit 
that firm action taken against the 
first few hundred Hamilton Hall 
sit-ins would have avoided the esca- 
lation of protest to a university-wide 
strike. Belore Columbia's troubles 
were over, 5000 students were in- 
volved, a serious clash with {solice 
bad occurred, and the entire school 
had suffered an inestimable loss of 
prestige. 

3 . We must all sup^wrt basic uni- 
versity reforms that are needed. 
Inevitably, a "knowledge factory" at- 


mosphere has developed from the 
campus population explosion, with 
aceotnp,inying depersona li/.au'on 
and frustration. Educators must pay 
far more attention to the individual 
student and to legitimate, orderly ex- 
pression of grievances. 

Talking to educators and students 
around the country, I find a hopeful, 
growing determination that respon- 
sible, forceful action by the demo- 
cratic majority can demolish the 
SDS "imperialist conspiracy" syn- 
drome. "Siudcms arc usually ideal- 
ists and in fact come to college to 
seek a better world by getting the 
best possible education," Columbia 
junior Jonathan Edclstcin said to 
me. "But if we let a dictatorial ex- 
tremist minority who think they 
have already found all the answers 
rob us of that op^xirtunity, we will 
lose the future."

The SDS at OSU is planning to arrange for 
transportation to Washington, D. C., for students at 
OSU to participate in demonstrations preceding the 
Presidential Inauguration on 1/20/69. 

• Cincinnati believes their efforts can be dis- 

rupted by a series of anonymous telephone calls to the 
transportation company which they choose to use for the 
trip to Washington, D- C-, as well as a series of anonymous 
telephone calls to the SDS leaders representing the 
transportation company. 

Cincinnati desires to confuse both the trans- 
portation company and the SDS leaders as to the cost of 
transportation, time and place for leaving Columbus, Ohio 
and time and place for returning to the campus. 

Cincinnati also desires to anonymously place 
confusing leaflets about the OSU campus which would show 
different times and places for meetings of the SDS to 
plan this activity as well as showing conflicting times 
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and dates for traveling to and from Washington, D. C. 

The SDS at OU engaged In a sit-in demonstration 
at the campus Security Of "Ice on 11/25/68, which resulted 
In the arrest of twenty SDS demonstrators. Local news- 
papers and campus newspaper gave full coverage to this 
event Identifying those arrested. Local newspapers and campus 
newspaper followed the story and reported the twenty arrested 
persons were convicted on trespassing In local court. Each 
was sentenced to a $50 fine and 10 days In Jail with the 
Jail sentence being suspended and each placed on probation 
for a period of one year. 

Cincinnati desires to disrupt SDS at OU by 
making copies of the newspaper articles and sending 
them anonymously to the parents of those arrested. 

Cincinnati also desires to anonymously send copies of 
these newspaper articles to the local newspapers covering 
the areas where the arrested persons have permanent 
residence.

their communities. 

The SDS at OSU and the National Mobilization 
Committee is planning to send OSU students to Washington, 

D.C., to participate in the demonstrations planned by 
the National Mobilization Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam, during presidential inauguration ceremonies, 
Washington, D.C,, January 19-20, 1968. 

Cincinnati believes every effort should be 
made to completely disrupt the plans being made to 
transport OSU students to Washington to participate in 
these demonstrations. It is believed that the plans 
could be disrupted by causing confusion as to the times 
and dates for meetings to plan their trip. Confusion 
could also be caused by anonymously placing notices at 
various places on the campus changing times and dates 
of meetings, and changing actual places of assembly and 
time of departure. Cincinnati feels confusion could be 
caused between the students planning this trip and the bus 
company which they select to charter buses from. Harassment 
calls could be made to both the leaders planning the trip 
posing as officials of bus companies supplying their buses. 
Anonymous telephone calls could also be made to the bus 
company va’ning them of the possibility that their equipment 
might be damaged by the students making the trip or by 
counter-demonstrators in Washington, D.C. 

- 2. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

The Bureau approved Cincinnati counterintelligence 
proposal to discreetly determine the whereabouts and 
accomplishments of Individuals who were militant leaders during 
their college days at Antioch College, Yellow Springs, Ohio. 
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After this had been determined Cincinnati proposed 
to submit material to the Bureau for approval to 
be furnished to news media challenging Antioch’s 
claim to be "highly Intellectual" and to have an 
"academic scholarly environment". Referenced letter 
advised Bureau many such individuals had been identified 
tn the. files of the Cincinnati Office, and file review 
was being completed on this project, 

Cincinnati has not been able to complete this 
project because of the pressure of an unusually large 
number of security of government employees cases and 
because of the necessity of reviewing a number of files 
to prepare- report on the New Left Movement, Cincinnati/

Campus Disruptive Activities 


The Ohio University has had no disruptive activities 
during the past year. Violence erupted once on campus; 
however, the violence was not related to any antl-Unlted 
States or Anti-Vietnam, anti-draft or racial activity. 

This demonstration took place on Hay 19, 1968, wherein 
several thousand students rioted. The riot occurred when 
the administration of Ohio University and the It^cal union 
of the American Federation of State, County and Uuniclpal 
Employees representing the Non-academic employees of the 
university were negotiating over union demands and a strike 
appeared Immlraent for Ohio University for May 18. 1968, 

T he University bad made plans to close the university should 
the strike occur, and should the university be closed, 
students would receive a grade for the full time and would 
be allowed to go home two weeks early. However, the union 
and the university were able to come to terns and no strike 
occurred,. On Hay 19. 1968, a number of university students 
started chanting 'Tfe want out”. ”We want a strike” and ”We 
want to go home”. The good-natured demonstration turned' 
into a violent disturbance when several students started 
throwing objects. Damage to the university included broken 
windows, in the home of the President and Vice President of 
the University, windows in several university buildings and 
several window panes in a local book store adjacent to the . . .. 
university campus. The local authorities wore able to. 
stop the disturbance and no arrests were made. However.

On October 25, 1967, at a meeting of the OSUCEWV, 
an announcement appeared declaring a demonstration, October 26, 
1967, protesting the presence of Dow Chemical Company Inter- 
views In Denney Hall, OSU. That ”slt-ln** demonstration was 
held, October 26, 1967, Denney Hall, OSU, and prior to leaving 
the pickets Informed a Dow Chemical Company representative 
there would be further picketing when Dow Chemical Company 
representatives returned to campus. 

The OSUCEVV was sponsoring organization of an Ohio 
Conference on Action for Peace, OSU, December 1-2, 1967, at 
which SWP literature and representatives were present. 


Leaders and members, OSUCEVV, participated In a 
demonstration, Ohio Union building, OSU, December 7, 1967, 
protesting the presence of U.S. Navy recruiters.

On the evening of October 4, 1967, students gathered around 
the area where the pickets were located and commenced dis- 
ruption in the area. Safety Director FREDERICK J. SIMON, 
Columbus, Ohio, was called to the scene. He tried to disperse 
and calm the crowd by requesting people to leave the area. 

His efforts were met with jeers, catcalls and thrown missiles. 

He entered a police cruiser for safety and the windshield 
of the cruiser, was shattered by a rock. Columbus, Ohio, PD,

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Following the quelling ol this disturbance, 
Columbus Chief of Police ROBEKT BAUS appeared on tele- 
vision in Columbus and Invited anyone who had any complaints 
concerning police activity on these three nights to make 
their complaints known to his office. No complaints of 
police brutality were received by the Columbus, Ohio, PD 
or the Columbus Office of the FBI.. 

Shortly after this Incident, Ad Hoc Committee 
of the OSU Chapter, American Association of University 
Professors (AAUP) was formed. The group publicly announced 
it intended to investigate allegations of police brutality . 
to students 'during the employees* strike, 10/4, 5 and 6/67. 
The group publicly requested witnesses to the incident 
volunteer to be interviewed. 

The OSU AAUP group published a 26 page report 
about 4/9/68. The report was freely distributed at three 
campus locations. The report concludes that the Columbus 
PD did violate civil rights of students by brutality. 

The report makes absurd charges and draws ridiculous con- 
clusions. The OSU AAUP report directed its attention to 
five specific incidents, they being as follows: 

1) Hill Tailoring incident; 

2) News reporter incident; 

3) The Long’s Bookstore incident;

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In essence, this case Involves a near riotous 
situation at the entrance of OSU on 10/4,5, and 6/67, when 
students Interjected themselves into a picket situation being 
conducted by service employees of the University who were 
on strike. Columbus,. Ohio, PD arrested approximately 35 
individuals, of which' 14 were identified as students. 

Columbus, Ohio, PD Special Squad dls^frsed the students, 
and restored order. COP, Columbus, Ohio, publicly Invited 
complaints against the police officers handling this situation 
if any such complaints existed. No complaints were received 
by either the Columbus, Ohio, VD or the FBI alleging police 
brutality. 

Dvrring November, 1967, a small group of professors 
using the name of the Adhoc Committee of OSU Chapter, American 
Association of University of Professors, conducted their own 
investigation of alleged brutality by the Columbus, Ohio, PD 
during the employee strike 10/4,5, and 6/67. This Committee 
published a 27 page report, which they distributed freely. 

It is alleged the Columbus, Ohio, PD did violate 
the civil rights of the students by brutality. The report makes 
absurd charges and draws ridiculous conclusions. The Department 
requested investigation by FBI based on receipt of a copy 
of this report. FBI Agents obtained the identity of 
individuals which the AAU Committee interviewed during their 
investigation. In addition, of course, numerous other individuals 
were interviewed. FBI interviews show conclusively that the 
AAU Committee falsely accused Columbus PD of brutality in their 
widely distributed report. 

Additional time is needed at Cincinnati to fully 
document the above situations. Communication' will be furnished 
to the Bureau by 6/21/68, with documentations of situations 
believed to have potential for counterintelligence purposes.

Division area is believed to be Antioch College, Yellow Springs. 
Ohio, And the community of Yellow Springs Itself. For a number 
of years individuals from the college and-' the town have been 
a part of the New Left vanguard, / 


f first colleges to have a CP, 


Antioch was among the first colleges to have a Cl 
USA speaker on campus shortly after the party started this 
program. Other speakers have appeared on campus on behalf 
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/of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) , Young Socialist Alliance 
( (YSA), Fair Play For Cuba Committee (FPCC) , Students For A : 
Democratic Society (SDS) , as well as Black Power. Antioch 
students organized a draft resistance protest group following 
SDS leadership. This group led a demonstration at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, on 12/7/67, during which large numbers of participants 
brazenly defied law and order, resulting in the arrest of 
over 85 of their number, and causing the disruption of the 
orderly activities of the city for several days. In other 
protest-type demonstrations of a national character, Antioch 
and Yellow Springs have been represented by numbers exceeding 
their enrollment and population. 

Antioch is a small, privately endowed liberal arts 
and science college, with a total average enrollment of about 
1,800. Yellow Springs, home of the college, is a village of 
about 4,200 people, 18 miles east of Dayton, Ohio, on Highway 42, 

Antioch College is operated on a co-operative basis. 
Students attend college for three months, after which they leave 
the campus to work at one of a large number of agencies and 
companies which cooperate with Antioch in this program. The 
, student body is purposely diverse. In 1964 - 1965, students 
came from 49 states, Washington, D.C. , and 18 foreign countries. 
The current president of Antioch is JAMES PAY SON DIXON, JR,, 

He is a medical 

docCbl*| 'tisceiving' nis degree ’in~iyjy irom Harvard, and In 1943 
an M.S. degree at Columbia. He interned at Boston City Hospital 
during 1944, and for the most part since that time has held 
administrative-type positions. He has been connected with the 
Rockefeller Foundation. He served from surgeon to medical 
director, U.S. Public Health Service, 1952 to 1954, and was a 
member of the National Advisory Council in 1960. He has been 
president of Antioch College since 1959. 

As an example of DIXON's attitude, during 1967, two 
Antioch College students were arrested attempting to smuggle 
marijuana Into the U.S. On public disclosure of these facts, 
DIXON held a convocation at the college during which as a 
medical doctor, he attacked narcotics control laws In general, 
and challenged the Idea that use of marijuana was harmful.

Actually the campus Is most often run by a small 
group of militants that are permitted by college authorities 
to attack every segment of American society under the 
semblance of being ’’highly Intellectual.” 

Anyone visiting the campus doubts Its ’’academic, 
scholarly environment” because of the dirty anti -social appearance, 
and behavior of a large number of students can be seen to have 
the fullest ’’beatnik Image.” 

Yellow Springs follows the lead of Antioch. It has an 
overabundance of self-declared ’’Intellectuals,” whose morals 
and habits are also anti-social. 

The college and Yellow Springs have been virtually 
sealed off from scrutiny by others. Students demonstrate, and the 
college newspaper protests the appearance on campus of a 
representative of any investigative agency or military agency. 

Local newspaper editorializes against any logical support or 
police agencies. 

RECO MMENDATlON t 

Cincinnati recommends that Counterintelligence 
action be taken to expose the pseudo Intellectual image of 
Antioch by the following:
